FORECAST SMALL CROP. 

Washington, Oct. 2. — Storms 
and insect damage have wrought 
havoc with the cotton crop this 
year and caused a loss of al- 
most 3,000,1)00 bales throughout 
the growing season. 

This year's crop will be approx 
imately Il,oo7,y00 equivalent 000- 
pound bales, according to the 
Department of Agriculture 's fore- 
east made today, basing its esti- 
mate on the condition of the*, 
crop on Sept. 25. In its first 
forecast of production, made from 
conditions existing June 25th, the 
quantity was estimated at 14,- 
2(36,000 bales. The condition of 
the crop on September 2">th was 
56.3 per cent of a normal, which 
is the lowest (condition on rec- 
ord for that time of the year. 

The weather during the month 
was very favorable for/ gathering 
the crop and the high prices pre- 
vailing for both cotton and the 
seeil caused the farmers in all 
parts of the south to rush gath- 
ering and ginning, and there has 
been a much larger percentage of 
the crop put through the gin 
than usual at this time of the 
year. In Southern Mississippi 
and Alabama*, where \Jic crop is 
practically a failure. < ne picking 
got the crop, the average in 
many counties being a bale to the 
mule or less. Over the entire 
cotton belt the crop this season 
has been rapidly picked and there 
is less cotton remaining in the j 
fields than usual at this time of i 
the year. The picking season j 
will average two 'or three weeks 
early.

NEW CORN DANGEROUS. 

Hogs often take cholera soon 
'I'er being put on a ration of new 
y»j and its Use Ls often con- 
demned on this f mount. New 
• orn alone Ls not tie cau&e of hog 
cholera, but it ma\ be a factor, 
along with other conditions, that 
helps weaken the vitality and 
renders the animal less resistant 
to disease. In order that new 
corn may be fed w ith safety, the 
animals should be put in a 
healthy, vigorous condition be- 
fore time to begin feeding. 

When the animals are in a 
thrifty growing condition, there 
should be much le-s danger but 
the herd should be gotten on full 
feed gradually. It is well to 
give them about a stalk of corn 
per hog the first day, gradually 
increasing it hv one -talk a head 
every day or so that it is getting 
two stalks the third day, three 
stalks the fifth day, and so on 
until they are on full feed. 

This gives the stomach time to 
djust itself to the new ration 
and is a speciallv food thing to 
before turning old hogs into 
the field to bog down corn.

el at the last session of the Gen 
eral Asscml.lv, and approved by 
the Governor March '!'■'», became 
operative la^t Sat unlay. 

In a l.iillctin just aapsd the 
.lirector of the Kentucky Kxperi- 
ment Station says: 

'"The interests of both the 
farmer ami the seedsmen are com- 
prehended I'V the new law. Its 
intention is to afford the farm- 
er protection a 'jail ist contaminat- 
ed ami worthless seeds and to 
protect and cneourajre those par- 
ties enjraired in the production 
and SSSTfcsthsf of his»h «rrade fana 
seeds. The reputation and adap- 
tation of Kentucky for the seeds 
of bluejrrass, sweet clover, hemp 
ami white hurley tohaeeo is al- 
ready recognized and the opera- 
tion of the pure seed law is ex- 
pected to establish our seed pro- 
ducting industry on a still more 
secure basis. 

"Under the provision of the 
law now see.linen are pennitted 
to test their own seeds and to 
use the r. ^iilts of these tests on 
their tairs. I'.ut all tests must he 
made according- to the rules and 
regulations adopted and employ- 
ed by the Association of Official 
Sc.! Anahsts of North America.
